Frankfurt Rail Hub

LONDON, Feb. 17.—(UP)—The 
German western front railroad 
hub of Frankfurt was blasted with 
1,000 tons of bombs today by 350 
heavy bombers of the VU. S. 8th 
Air Force. 

In the meanwhile, Moscow re- 
ported that sky-filling fleets of 
Russian planes, flying 10,000 sor- 
ties a day, were lashing the out- 
skirts of Berlin ahead of Soviet 
spearheads. 

The Luftwaffe offered no oppo- 
sition to the U. S. air attack on 
Frankfurt and 150 supporting Mus- 
tang fighters ranged off for straf- 
ing operations north of Frankfurt 
and south to the vicinity of Ulm 
and Munich. They attacked loco- 
motives, highway transport and 
one factory. 

The heavies took up the aerial 
blitz after bad weather kept the 
Royal Air Force on the ground 
last night. Antiaircraft fire, rang- 
ing from meager to intense, was 
reported over the big industrial 
city on the Main river, with more 
than 300,000 population. 

Reconnaissance photographs of 
yesterday’s attacks on oil and rail- 
road targets in western Germany 
by 1,200 American planes showed 
that three benzol plants and one 
oil refinery had been severely 
damaged. 

Lt. Gen. James L. Doolittle’s 
bombers gave the rail yards at 
Hamm one of the most intense 
attacks of the war. A new oil 
refinery near Dortmund was dam- 
aged severely in its first attack.

den, Chemnitz and Cottbus are 
in store for the Reich, and their 
avowed purpose will be creating 
more confusion in the German 
traffic tangle and sapping Ger- 
man morale. 

The all-out air war in Ger- 
many became obvious with the 
unprecedented daylight assault on 
the refugee-crowded capital two 
weeks ago and subsequent at- 
tacks on other cities jammed with 
civilians fleeing from the Russian 
advance in the east. 

The Allied view is that bom- 
bardment of large German cities 
creates immediate need for relief. 
This is moved into the bombed 
areas both by rail and road and 
not only creates a traffic prob- 
lem but draws transport away 
from the battlefront.

Reconnaisance has shown that 
the best way to create road bottle- 
necks through key cities is to 
topple buildings into the streets.

4th Service Costs 
Drastically Cut, 
Gen. Uhl Reports 


Cost of operation in the Fourth 
Service Command was reduced 
approximately. $700,000 last year 
through reductions in personnel, 
drastic curtailment of long dis- 
tance telephone calls and other 
savings, Maj. Gen. Frederick E. 
Uhl, comanding, told civilian and 
military personnel of headquarters 
at the municipal auditorium yes- 
terday. ‘ 

The rate of saving per month 
has increased until at present the 
fiscal director’s reports show an 
economy of $171,000 per month, 
or at the rate of more than $2,000,- 
000 per year, compared with the 
peak cost month, the general said. 

Operating personnel of the 
Fourth Service Command was re- 
duced 11,000 during the past year, 
with almost 9,000 enlisted men 
released for other duties with the 
Army. The proportion of civilians 
employed increased from 43.9 per 
cent to 46.5 per cent. The con- 
solidation of headquarters from 14 
separate locations in Atlanta to 
a compact group was also a sav- 
ing factor, the general pointed 
out. 

Telephone toll charges were re- 
duced 77 per cent between Jan- 
uary and November, 1944. Travel 
costs were reduced 40 per cent, 
and the cost of office supplies has 
been slashed 42.8 per cent. Ap- 
proximately 3,791,280 pounds of 
food were saved last year, repre- 
senting a reduction in waste in 
handling from 1.86 ounces per 
man per day to .75 ounces.

FOR BETTER MEDICINE 
Turpentine 
Bases Under 
Close Study 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 17.—The 
purity and preservation of medi- 
cines containing turpentine will 
be improved by recent findings 
made by Dr. W. T. Sumerford, 
of the University of Georgia phar- 
macy school, and two students, A. 
B. Huff and O. K. Coleman. 

Since Georgia produces 62 per 
cent of the world’s supply of na- 

that fact will be of con- 
sider importance to those en- 
gaged i ing, storing, pack- 
. and selling of this product 
of the tall Georga pine tree. 

Some three years’ research has 
resulted in a report recently sub- 
mitted to government officials 
who have the responsibility of 
getting standards for the medici- 
mal turpentine, used, for exam- 
ple, as a basis for liniments. It 
is probable, according to Dr. 
Sumerford, that the findings will 
be used by these officials in their 
mext revision of these standards, 

“The first part of our study,” 
said Sumerford, “consisted of de- 
termining the purity of four sam- 
ples of spirits of turpentine from 
the gum of the tree and two sam- 
ples obtained by heating pine 
stumps. The gum spirits met all 
of the purity requirements for 
medicines, and the wood samples 
most of them, provided the sam- 
ple was fresh.” 

Turpentine thickens into , resin 
when in the sunlight and breaks 
down into acids unfit for inter- 
nal dosage. Dr. Sumerford and 
his two students have found that 
certain chemical preservatives, 
never used in this way before, 
will preserve the spirits satisfac- 
torily even though kept in open 
containers. 

By storing samples of each type 
of the turpentine spirits in open 
or closed tin and aluminum cans, 
and in open or closed vari-colored 
giass bottles, the experimenters: 
found that light caused only mod- 
erate changes in the spirits, but 
that air quickly rendered it un- 
fit for medicinal uses, especially 
internally. Prolonged exposure to 
sir produced even more serious 
camages. 

“We also found that glass bot- 
ties are the best containers, and 
any color glass will do,” he added. 
“The cans are almost as good as 
giass for storing, but aluminum 
containers were a poor third.”

Continued From First Page 
and Guben, 47 and 51 miles south- 
east of Berlin, trying to break 
open the Reich capital's side door. 

Moscow's communique disclosed 
that the eastern front fighting 
now had flamed up on a 600-mile 
front from besieged Koenigsberg, 
East Prussian capital on the Bal- 
tic, down to Komarom, Danube 
city 40 miles northwest of fallen 
Budapest and 84 miles from Vi- 
enna, Austrian capital. 

NAZI LOSSES 17,100 

A total of 17,100 more Germans 
were killed or captured, the bul- 
letin said; 6.000 of the prisoners 
being taken in the final phases of 
the battle for Poznan on the War- 
ta river. 

On the 22d day of the siege 
which began Jan. 27, Moscow an- 
nounced that Russian ‘troops had 
cleared the Germans from the last 
suburbs on the east bank of the 
river, and had hurled the last Nazi 
garrison remnants into the citadel 
on the west bank of the river. 

The German garrison, original- 
ly estimated at 20,000, has clung 


}desperately to Poznan, realizing 
that the fall of the big rail center 


astride the main Warsaw-Berlin 
trunk railway would speed the 
Red army advance toward Berlin. 

In Friday's operations the Rus- 
stans at Poznan captured 40 loco- 
motives, 184 railway trucks, 16 
stores of various military supplies, 
12 guns, 52 machineguns, more 
than 6,000 rifles and 125 trucks, 
the communique said. 

Germany’s high command com- 
munique announced the Russian 
capture of Sagan, bypassed rail 
center 85 miles southeast of Ber- 
lin, but Moscow ‘neither confirmed 
the seizure of that town nor the 
Oder river stronghold of Crossen, 
63 miles southeast of the capital. 
Officially the Russians were 
placed only one and a half miles 


half miles south of Sagan with 
the capture of Hermsdorf. 


Soviet front dispatches, how- 
ever, said that Russian troops 
were attacking toward the Spree 
river, last natural waterway pro- 
tecting Berlin’s southeastern ap- 
proaches, after crossing the Neisse 
river north of Forst, 12 miles east 
of menaced Cottbus.

Germans Voice Fear 


Of Poison Gas Use 


LONDON, Feb. 17.—(UP)— 
Stockholm reports said today that 
the Nazi high command had or- 
dered renewed precautions against 
Allied gas attacks because they 
believed gas might be used in re- 
prisal against a new Germa 
“wonder weapon.” / 

The Swedish reports said orders 
had been given for distribution of 
new gas masks, examination of 
old ones, and establishment of 
gasproof shelters and _. public 
havens. 

Nazi circles were said to have 
insisted that the new weapon 
could not be classified as “chemi- 
cal warfare.” but admitted the 
Allies may view it differently and 
retaliate with a gas attack. 

The Moscow radio, recorded by 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission in New York, said that the 
Nazi governor-general of Poland, 
Hans Frank, has been summoned 
to Berlin and may be tried on a 
charge of cowardice for his con- 
duct during the Soviet offensive. 
The German-language broadcast 
quoted Nazi military commanders 
as accusing Frank of showing “be- 
wilderment and confusion.” 

A Stockholm newspaper, in a 
dispatch reported by the Office of 
War Information, also said that 
6,000,000 German civilians have 
been evacuated by the Nazis from 
Poland. 

Meanwhile, the Vatican official- 
ly confirmed that the papal nuncio 
to Berlin, Monsignor Cesare Orse-

State Board Would Welcome 
Alterations in Parole Laws 


The State Board of Pardons and Paroles would welcome a legis- 
lative change in the law that makes it mandatory on the board to 
release potentially dangerous and habitual criminals, according to 


Chairman Edward B. Everett. 

The board, under criticism from 
a Newton county grand jury for 
releasing a prisoner who last week 
was convicted of murder, recalled 
a letter it wrote Sept. 7, 1943, to 
the Fulton county grand jury in 
regards to “conditional release 
rs) KY 
_ In that “yr ot Everett told the 
Fulton jury that: 

“We are wholeheartedly in ac- 
cord with your views and recom- 
mendations regarding the condi- 
tional release order, which has un- 
questionably resulted in the re- 
lease of some potentially danger- 
ous and habitual criminals who 
otherwise, under the policy of this 
board, would not have been dis- 
charged prior to their maximum 
sentence date.” 

Everett said that trial judges 
have expressed sentiment and the 
attorney general has ruled that a 
prisoner must be released auto- 
matically upon completion of his 
minimum sentence, if his prison 
record is good—regardless of his 


preprison record or the board’s 
opinion of his probable future con- 
duct. He said the conditional re- 
lease differs from parole, in that 
the board has discretionary pow- 
ers in releasing persons on parole 
while it does not on conditional 
releases. 

“As the release of prisoners is 
of such vital importance and since 
this board is so anxious to make 
its policies comply strictly with 
the law, we welcome the court’s 
interpretation of the minimum and 
maximum law or a consideration 
by the legislature in changing the 
law,” Everett stated. “But until 
such a court ruling is forthcoming 
or until the law is changed, the 
board believes, irrespective of our 
feeling in the matter, that we 
should continue carrying out the 
intentions of sentencing courts 
and juries in releasing all prison- 
ers upon completion of their mini- 
mum sentence, provided their in- 
stitutional conduct record has 
been satisfactory.” 


People Play Lookers-On Role 
In Georgia Government Drama 


(Following 1s the third of a series of articles concerning legis- 


lative practice and the problem of home rule.

Georgia is a 
matters of local government. 

The legislature holds the seem- 
ingly irrevocable right to speak 
for them. Yet the governing body 
long since evolved the policy of 
legislative courtesy on local bills. 
This was supposedly to save its 
greatest effort for general legis- 
lation, but actually for purposes 
of political expediency, and in 
effect giving the various lawmak- 
ers near-dictator powers over the 
political subdivisions they repre- 
sent. 

Observers at the capitol this 
week witnessed certain develop- 
ments on local legislation which 
offered indisputable evidence that 
this is so: 

From Dodge county came some 
100 people to protest at a public 
hearing a bill that would: abolish 
the single commissioner system in 
the county. It would legislate out 
of office John R. C. Jones, pres- 
ent commissioner, and inaugurate 
a five-man commission, 


DODGE COUNTY EXAMPLE 


The Dodge county representa- 
tion pleaded only that a referen- 
dum be attached to the bill. Yet 
the committee consented to ignore 
the people and to “go along with” 
the Dodge county delegation, Rep. 
Jack Burch and Sen. C. E. Yawn, 
sponsors of the “oust” bill. The 
bill was reported, back to the 
house of representatives with the 
recommendation that it “do pass” 
—without a referendum, 

In Upson county the mayor of 
Thomaston is also a member of 
the county board of commission- 
ers. Into the senate hopper Sen. 
Bentley tossed a bill to prevent 
future Thomaston mayors from 
holding the two posts. 

A citizens’ committee from Up- 
son county requested a hearing 
to protest passage of the bill with- 
out a referendum. It was passed 
out of the senate counies and 
county affairs committee without 
a dissenting vote, and without a 
referendum attached. Speaking in 
favor of the bill, Sen. Bentley said 
“I believe the people do not want 
the same man for mayor and coun- 
ty commissioner.” Withal, he did 
not choose to test the bill in an 
election. 

ANOTHER ILLUSTRATION 

The people of another county 
elected a representative who said 
he would remedy the county chain 
gang system. 

Then that representative, claim- 
ing the support of the people, of 
fered legislation to wipe out the 
present board of commissioners 
and place in office another five 
men of his own choice. The in- 
cumbent members had done noth- 
ing to improve the county work 
camp system, he reasoned, and 
the only way to get it done was 
to put into office men who would. 
The people had added their sup- 
port to his legislation when they 
elected him to the assembly, de- 
clared the solon, and it would be 
a useless expense to hold an elec- 
tion. 

In Macon, Mayor Charles Bow- 
den may become eligible to run 
for a fifth two-yéar term but the 
people will have no voice in the 
decision, 

IN BIBB COUNTY 

Reps. Bloodworth and Weaver, 
of the Bibb county delegation, au- 
thored a bill to permit Bowden 
to run for another term. Though 
the third Bibb delegate, Rep. Wil- 
son, contested the measure in the 
municipal government committee, 
the members voted to recommend 
its passage. Bloodworth, chairman 
of the committee, asserted that 
the “people of Macon wart Bow- 
den again.” But he offered no pro- 
vision for a referendum. 

These cases constitute only a 
few of the many farces growing 
out of local legislation in the Geor- 
gia general assembly, where home 
rule has had a rough fight for 
survival. 

OTHER “LOCAL BILLS”

It affected 
their taxes and their right to jus- 
tice; it was in all other respects 
a purely local issue. Still, they had 
to gain the consent of everybody 
in the state, through the medium 
of the legislature. 

In Cuthbert, in Cedartown, in 
Metter, in Gainesville and in tens 
of additional municipalities, the 
governing authorities did not have 
power to make to make zoning 
regulations. The people concerned 
also lacked the power to bestow 
that power on their city officials. 
The legislature alone holds the 
right to permit zoning and plan- 
ning in the city areas. 

Legislators claim albeit that the 
people of Georgia don’t know 
what home rule means; and that 
they, really, don’t want home rule.

Definitely pleased with the im- 
provements made at Tattnall state 
prison, committees from the senate 
and house have expressed confi- 


dence that the present program. 


and plans of the department of 
corrections will make Georgia’s 
prison system one of the best in 
the nation. 

On an inspection trip of the pris- 
on Friday and Saturday, Chairman 
John Mavity, of the Senate Peni- 
tentiary Committee; Chairman 
Frank Baker, of the house com- 
mittee, and Secretary M. G. Hicks, 
of the house committee, said the 
solons found the following: 

1. Prisoners are being reformed. 
Eighty per cent of the inmates are 
earning 48 days off annually for 
conduct. Former hardened crimi- 
nals are now model prisoners. (D. 
C. Black and Forrest Turner, for- 
mer members of the notorious 8- 
ball squad, are exemplary prison- 
ers.) 

2. Sanitary conditions have been 
improved 100 per cent. The build- 
ings have been painted, inside and 
out, and the prison was virtually 
spotless clean. 

3. Security systems are in ex- 
cellent condition. .There has not 
been an escape from inside the 
men’s prison since erection of a 
double fence around the institu- 
tion, thereby creating a “no-man’s 
land.” (Prisoners have been warn- 
ed they will be shot if caught be- 
tween these two fences). Officials 
know where every prisoner is ev- 
ery minute of the day and night. 

4. The prison staff is in fair 
shape, although more guards are 
needed. While in the past the of- 
ficials had no residences near the 
prison, some having to live in the 
prison, the reform administration 
has built 10 homes, has 11 more 
under construction, and is plan- 
ning a commissary wher families 
of officials can purchase groceries. 
Guards are well trained by the 
State Patrol now, and are in uni- 
form. 

BETTER FED

Bulk of Arnall ‘Musts 
Still Await Solons' Action

The bulk of the legislative program outlined by Gov. Arnall in 
his address to the general assembly Jan. 9 has yet to. be enacted, 
though administration leaders plan to wind up the session in two 


weeks. 


Most of the legislation he advo- 


cated for aiding veterans, for ex- 
panding public health services, for 
judicial reform and for postwar 
industrial development and pub- 
lic works still awaits final action 
by the assembly. 

In addition, the biggest single 
job he pu: up to the legislature— 
the rewriting of the state con- 
stitution—is far from complete. 
The senate is less than half way 
through the bulky document ap- 
proved by the house and has made 
numerous. changes that probably 


will have to be worked over by a/| 


conference committee. 
MAJOR VICTORY 

The major victory won by the 
administration so far was enact- 
ment of legislation repealing the 
state’s $1 poll tax. Although the 
Governor did not advocate its re- 
peal at the outset of the session, 
he later put his full influence be 
hind the measure. 

Two of the principal recom- 
mendations made by Arnall were 
carried out quickly—the appropri- 
ation of $1,000,000 for teacher re- 
tirement and the payment of $3,- 


348,000 as a two-month salary bo- 
nus to school teachers. 

Also among the 17 general bills 
and resolutions already passed 
were companion measures author- 
izing the state to condemn prop- 
erty near the state capitol and to 
erect a war memorial building 
there.

FOR GI BENEFITS 

He also urged reorganization 
‘and expansion of the veterans’ 
service office, a $5,000,000 cor- 
poration to make loans to return- 
ing veterans, free admittance .of 
overage veterans to the public 
schools and legislation to enable 
veterans under 21 to contract for 
loans and other benefits under the 
federal GI bill of rights, 

The measure to admit veterans 
over 18 to the public schools was 
passed but Arnall vetoed it after 
school officials said the federal 
government would pay for their 
education and there was no need 
to admit them free. A substitute 
bill has been introduced since. 

Most of the veterans bills have 
passed one branch or the other 
but still await final action. The 


bill to create a corporation to loan 
up to $4,000 to each veteran for 
purchase of a home, farm or busi- 
ness was passed by the house 
after being amended to provide 
that it should not become opera- 
tive unless the governor pro- 
claimed it was needed, 

RFC PATTERN 

Legislation to create a $100,000,. 
000 corporation, patterned after 
the Federal RFC, to aid in post- 
war developments has not passed 
either house, nor has another ad- 
ministration measure to set up an- 
other $15,000,000 corporation to 
assist in financing development of 
the ports of Savannah and Bruns- 
wick. 

As for the judicial reforms rec- 
ommended by the Georgia Bar As- 
sociation and indorsed by the Gov- 
ernor, the only measure enacted 
by the end of the sixth week of 
the session was one authorizing 
superior courts to render declara- 
tory judgments. 

STRIKE OUT IN HOUSE i 

The principal sections in the 
proposed new constitution relat- 
ing to judicial reform were struck 
out .entirely by the house. They 
were designed to relieve conges- 
tion in the superior courts and to 
grant rule-making powers to the 
supreme court,

LONDON, Feb. 17.—(#)—Locked in the famed Tower of London 
tonight was a Dutch officer accused of turning traitor and tipping 
off the Nazis to the Allied airborne attack in Holland that ended in 


defeat at Arnhem. 

This is one of the most dra- 
matic stories of the war—how the 
accused fought in the Dutch un- 
derground for three years, killing 
Nazis, so that his record as a pa- 
triot would hoodwink the Allies 
and he could torpedo a daring 
operation that might have short- 
ened the war. 

Until now censorship has for- 
bidden any mention of this “man 
in the tower” and even -yet his 
mame is a secret. He has been 
locked for weeks in the tower, 
where Sir Walter Raleigh lan- 
guished, where Henry VIII dis- 
patched his wives and where 
traitors have been kept since an- 
cient times.

WARNING TO Gls 


Loan Law 
Is Binding, 
Bennett Says 


Officers of the loan division of 
the Veterans’ Administration, as 
well as executives of the various 
veterans’ organizations, have is- 
sued a warning to veterans against 
signing documents for the pur- 
chase of homes under the terms of 
the GI Bill of Rights in advance 
of a government appraisal of the 
property they desire to purchase. 

Under the terms of the GI bill, 
the Veterans’ Administration ex- 
plains, the government will not 
guarantee a loan on the purchase 
price of any house if that price ex- 
ceeds the government-appraised 
value of the house, This, the loan 
office of the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion says, is a provision of the law, 
not a matter of policy. 

But if the property meets this 
requirement of appraisal value, 
then, under the terms of the GI 
bill, the government will guaran- 
tee 50 per cent of the mortgage to 
cover the purchase price of the 
house up to $2,000. In no case, the 
law provides, will the government 
guarantee exceed $2,000 in any one 
transaction. . 

In explaining the mandatory 
features of the GI bill in reference 
to appraisal value of the property 
which the veteran seeks to pur- 
chase, Harry C. Bennett, loan offi- 
cer of the local Veterans’ Admin- 
istration office, said: 

“We have had some applications 
here for loans where the purchase 
price of the house exceeded the 
appraised value. In some of these 
cases the veterans have offered to 


the purchase price and the ap- 
praised value. But the law is ada- 
mant in such cases. We must turn 
all of them down. For the GI bill 
states specifically that in no case 
shall any loan be made where the 
purchase price is in excess of a 
value set by a fair appraisal by 
government agents. 

“In view of this situation, it be- 
hooves all veterans to be careful 
how they sign agreements for. the 
purchase of homes before they ob- 
tain a government appraisal of the 
property.”

GREET EUGENE ORMANDY 

It was a vast audience that 
filled to utmost capacity Atlanta’s 
spacious auditorium Thursday 
night to hear the distinguished 
Philadelphia orchestra under the 
dynamic baton of Eugene Orman- 
dy in an all-Wagner program. 

The advisability of offering to 
a catholic audience Wagnerian 
fare of the type chosen for Thurs- 
day night’s program, particularly 
in the second half, seemed debat- 
able, but there was no evidence 
at any point that the music palled. 
Indeed, the concentration became 
increasing intense as the program 
progressed, and the ovation ac- 
corded the orchestra, Eugene Or- 
mandy and glorious Helen Trau- 
bel was the most tumultuous and 
prolonged of the entire season.

Cause of the blaze—which fol- 


mined, but some said the 
came from a candy factory in the 
basement.

The body of one victim drooped 
grotesquely from a fourth-story 
window, another body was sighted 
inside the ruins, and a woman 
died at a hospital.

In Atlanta, 
Survey Reveals 


There are more than 70,000 


white Baptists in Atlanta, accord-| $? 


ing to figures released late yester- 


day on the result of the. recent|* 


Baptist census. 

The church census was under 
the direction of the Atlanta Bap- 
tist Association, comprising the 90 
white Baptist church in the area. 
There are 154 Negro Baptist 
churches here, but they were not 
included in the cendgus. 

The census showed there are 
21,760 “evangelistic prospects” 
for Baptists. In addition, there are 
16,890 persons who are members 
of a Baptist church in some other 
seme hy but have no church 

on here, Of the evangelis- 
tie prospects, 6,610 are now mem- 
bers of various Baptist Sunday 
schools. 

These figures were obtained by 
4541 workers who visited every 
home in the vicinity, and they

City's Health x 
Office Follows 
State Merit Plan 


City personnel standards con- 
form generally to requirements of 
the state merit system regarding 
operation of the city health de- 
partment, Edwin L. Swain, di- 
rector of the state merit system, 
has notified Harry M. Chester, 
personnel administrator of the 
state department of health. 


Copies of the Swain letter to 
Chester were received yesterday 
by Stafford W. Graydon, city per- 
sonnel director, a result of a sur- 
vey of municipal requirements for 
health division jobs. 

Swain, however, noted four dif- 
ferences between state and city re- 
quirements. 

They included: 

No minimum requirements are 
set for those taking city examina- 
tions. 

No provision is made for re- 
placement of provisional employes 
of the city. 

While the state requires one 
year of residence before a person 
is eligible ‘to apply for a post, the 
city requires two years residence. 

Salaries are lower in the city 
brackets, especially in the lower 
nursing and typist clerk groups. 

Swain gave the city require- 
ments a general clean bill of 
health with the following state- 
ment: 

“I believe standards of the city 
of Atlanta personnel board con- 
form in general to those of the 
state merit system of personnel 
administration.”

Each leader in his own field— 
Ickes in one and David E. Lilien- 
thal, TVA head, in the other—says 
his type of organization consti- 
tutes the best pattern for develop- 
ing power, for the transmission of 
it, for irrigation, navigation, flood 
control, for reclaiming the affect- 
ed lands. 


“Our job soon will be to turn 
a vast block of power from war 
to peace,” Ickes wrote to the Pres- 
ident. “It is a Herculean job but 
I think that we can master it By 
shifting, gradually if . possible, 
from war to its nearest economic 
equivalent in the field of consér- 
vation, namely, regional develop-| h 
ment. 

“But it must be regional devel- 
opment at its boldest. The pro- 
gram must embrace entire areas, 
usually the basins of great rivers 
and their tributaries; it must pro- 
vide for full and unified develop- 
ment of all of ae resources with- 
in the region, eqd an ideal pro- 
gram would call for simultaneous 
attack upon all phases of the job.” 


Ickes said that there is “scarcely 
a facility” of the Interior Depart- 
ment that is now producing for 
war which could not be put to use 
in such an undertaking. 


“We would provide for irriga- 
tion at the upper reaches of a riv- 
er, for deep water navigation as 
far upstream as would be practi- 
cable, for barge transportation 
above that point and for flood 
control,” he said, 


“We would impound water for 
municipal supply, generate hydro- 
electric power and transmit it for 
use in factories and homes and on 
farms. We would determine the 
location and volume of the ores 
and the bases of plastics that are 
amenable to Loteee yep + ay or man- 
ufacture by mean of electricity, 
and improve the means of proc- 
essing them. We would forestall 
or ameliorate the pollution of 
streams, safeguard the soil against 
erosion, protect wildlife and de- 
velop recreational areas.” 


In a summary of the depart- 
ment’s work last year, Ickes said 
the bureau of reclamation and the 
division of power provided much 
of the hydro-electric power used 
in war manufacture. The depart- 
ment’s power projects generated 
13,747,000,000 kilowatt hours of 
electriciy.

Calhoun Saw 
City's Future 


Century Ago 


John C. Calhoun, who has 
proved to be a sort of southern 
Nostradamus, went out on a limb 
100 years ago with a prediction 
about a little Georgia village of 
200 inhabitants. 

That flimsy limb has _ since 
grown into a sturdy trunk, for the 
little town, or “point,” as the ora- 
tor referred to it, was Atlanta. 


And his prediction was that the|-

“Such is the formation of the 
country between the Mississippi 
valley and the southern Atlantic 
coast, from the course of the Ten- 
nessee, Cumberland and Alabama 
rivers, and the termination of the 
various chains of the Allegheny 
mountains, that all the railroads 
which have been projected or 
commenced, although each has 
looked only to its local interest, 
must necessarily unite at a point 
in DeKalb county, in the state of 
Georgia, called Atlanta, not far 
from the village of Decatur, so as 
to constitute one entire system of 
roads, having a mutual interest, 
each in the other, instead of iso- 
lated rival roads.” 

(The infant Atlanta was then in 
DeKalb county. Fulton county was 
not carved from DeKalb until 
about 10 years later. The accom- 
panying map will more fully illus- 
trate the scope of Calhoun’s vision 
of Atlanta as a great transporta- 
tion hub.) 

The year 1845 was a turning 
point in Atlanta’s history, H. A. 
Alexander, president of the At- 
lanta Historical Society, has point-‘ 
ed out. A century ago Marthasville 
became Atlanta because a railroad 
superintendent on the Georgia 
Railroad got tired of writing the 
long “Marthasville” on freight 
boxes and bills of lading. .- 
NAME CHANGED 

The superintendent was Richard 
Peters, father of Nellie Peters 
Black, nationally known Atlanta 
civic leader. Peters wrote to J. 
Edgar Thomson, chief engineer of 
the railroad, and asked him to 
suggest a shorter and more handy 
name for Marthasville.

May Be Deferred 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(#)—The government today set up ma- 


chinery for def 


erring a “very limited number” of draft registrants | 


under 30 in key war jobs and other essential services. 


In the first slight easing of plans 
to draw heavily from this age 
group to meet mounting military 
needs, selective service and the 
War Manpower Commission an- 
nounced that the new procedure 
will apply to otherwise qualified 
men who were in 2-A or 2-B last 
January 1. 

The program provides for de- 
ferment of key men who are cer- 
tified by one of a number of gov- 
ernment agencies responsible for 
procurement and production of 
war materials, or for maintenance 
of war-supporting services. 

“The primary objective is to pro- 
tect the war production lines

where induction of irreplaceable 
key men will retard the war ef- 
fort, as well as men in this group 
whose induction would endanger 
public health and safety,” the 
agencies said. 

While the announcement stated 
the number of men to be recom- 
mended for deferment will vary 
emong establishments, it was un- 
derstood that they may be granted 
to about 15 per cent of the age 
18-30 registrants in .each organ- 
ization. 

However, in some establishments 
where substitute workers can be 
obtained or where an activity is 
not vital to the war effort, 
further recommendations for de- 
ferment will be made,” it was 
stated. 

Included under the plan in addi- 
tion to war plant workers, are 
such industries as coal mining, 
transportation and maritime oper- 
ations. 

The program replaces the pres- 
ent procedure of filing forms “42-A 
Special” for men 18 through 25, 
and puts these registrants and 
those 26 through 29 under a uni- 
form policy.

The government agencies speci- 
fied will receive applications for 
deferment of key men and then 
certify to local draft boards the 
names of men under 30 “who, in 
the interest of the war effort, 
should be given the greatest con- 
sideration for occupational defer- 
ment.” 

’“Under this plan,” the announce- 
ment continued, “local boards will 
still have the right to defer regis- 
trants certified or not certified, if 
in their judgment such a registrant 
would qualify for deferment under 
a strict interpretation of being 
necessary to and regularly en- 
gaged in war production or a war 
supporting activity.” 

LOCAL BOARD TO RULE 


The agencies emphasized that 
the decision whether a man will 
be deferred or not will continue 
to “rest solely with the local board, 
subject to appeal.” 

“Tt is realized,” the agency said, 
“that the plan is not perfect but 
it does constitute the best recon- 
ciliation of the completing needs 
for manpower that can be worked 
out at this time.” 

The procedure under which ap- 
plications for deferment may be 
subjected to the various govern- 
ment agencies is now being worked 


out by selective service and WMC. 


The agencies which may certify 


the names of workers undef the 
new program are:

Army Service Forces, Navy, 
Army Air Forces, War Production 
Board, Maritime Commission, Pe- 
troleum Administration for War,

While the list of certification 
agencies included none for key 
employes of state, counties and 
municipalities, it was understood 
these applications probably will be 
handled by state WMC directors.

Some of the rackets thriving to- 
day are actually illegal, Mitchell 
said, while others, although within 
the bounds of the law, neverthe- 
less, are obvious. gyps. 

One of the most vicious of the 
illegal rackets hits directly at men 
in the service. This is the “Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary Association,” which 
is not a legitimate organization, ac- 
cording to the Personal Affairs Di- 
vision of the Army and the BBB.

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The Legislature Invites Public Doubt 


By the margin of his own vote, Senate 
President Frank Gross last week was able 
to salvage one of three basic reforms which 
the redrafting commission had incorpo- 
rated into its proposed version of the new 
state constitution. | 


The vote was 22 to 21 in favor of strik- 
ing the constitutional prison board from 
the proposed redraft of the organic law 
when Gross threw it into a 22-to-22 tie and 
the motion thus failed of adoption. 


This uncomfortably close call, more- 
over, came immediately after an adminis- 
tration spokesman had warned the senate: 
“I am authorized to say the Governor will 
oppose the entire new constitution if this 
provision for a constitutional board is not 
included.” 


As it was, opponents of a constitutional 
prison board managed to kill much of the 
proposal’s effectiveness by providing that 
it shall be composed of three members ap- 
pointed for three years each, rather than 
seven members for seven years as pro- 
posed by the commission. Gov. Arnall 
had advocated seven members so that all 
sections of the state could have representa- 
tion and the commission had recommend- 
ed seven-year staggered terms so that no 
one governor could ever name all of the 
board’s personrel, thus again throwing it 
into partisan politics. 

It is a shame, according to one school 
of thought, that the senate did not go 
ahead and throw out the constitutional 
penal board. This would have settled 
once and for all, in the minds of many, 
the question of whether or not the pro- 
posed new organic law was an improve- 


ment over the present constitution and 
thus worthy of ratification. 


For, as we've pointed out time and 
again, the three essential reforms which 
the peopie have demanded in the new con- 
stitution are: 


1. Home Rule. 
2. Civil Service System. 
3. Constitutional Prison Board. 


These three items were included, after 
considerable discussion and debate, by the 
constitution redrafting commission in its 
submitted document. But; after six weeks 


in the hands of the legislature, the com- 


mission’s proposals have been changed, 
modified and manipulated until it is, as 
Speaker Roy Harris once promised, highly 
doubtful that the men who drew it up can 
now recognize it. 


Apart from emasculating the prison 


board, the legislature has adopted home 
rule and merit system provisions which 
amount, in the-final analysis, to nothing 
more than we’ve had all along. Wily poli- 
ticians, with their faculty for giving lip- 
service to a cause while knifing it, have 
endeavored to perpetuate their petty dic- 
tatorships by making both home rule and 
civil service permissive rather than man- 
datory. 


Unless this current session adopts legis- 
lation providing for genuine home rule and 
setting up machinery to effectuate a merit 
system for state employes, the question of 
whether ‘he proposed new constitution is 
any impfovement over the one now in 
effect will continue to cause concern in the 
mind of the conscientious voter.

ings and 13,000,000 hospital garments were 
produced for Medical Corps use; emer- 
gency loans were made to 550,000 serv- 
icemen and their families; nearly 4,000,000 
servicemen and their families were as- 
sisted in other ways, and the blessed flow 
of life-giving blood plasma was continued, 


a flow that saw 11,000,000 pints of plasma

All this was in addition to 
the Red Cross regular peacetime activities 
on the homefront and its multiplied dis- 


tribution of relief to distressed civilian 
populations abroad. 

Nineteen Forty-Four, in short, was a 
year of big jobs for the Red Cross. 

But 1945 will bring even bigger ones. 

That is because casualty lists are in- 
creasing. ' Because every discharged sol- 
dier goes through the Red Cross. Because 
every disabled veteran looks to the great 
mercy organization for aid in his reha- 
bilitation.:

It is impossible to describe the condition of peoples whose 
minds have been blacked out by a dictator’s control of the press, 
publications and radio. 

They merely do not know what is going on. They do not know 
what has gone on for the past five years. In Italy the situation 
is worse. The Italians really do not have an accurate picture of 
the past 20 years. 

It is possible to see, in Italy, the press association files of the 
years before the war, and attached to them the orders of the 
government office telling them not merely what they may print 
but ordering certain size headlines. 

It is difficult for Americans to comprehend what an absolute 
control is possible when a nation is in the hands of totalitarian 
government, The underground press, especially that of France 
and Belgium, did a good job. But it had definite limitations. It 
could appear only weekly at best. Often there were wider lapses. 
It could get news only by secretly listening to the British Broad- 
casting Company. The penalty “for this, in the last two years of 
the war, was death.

There is a great thirst for informatjon. In Belgium newspaper- 
men and officials wanted to know news before anything else. In 
Paris the French edition of the Herald Tribune is printing each 
day a recapitulation of news events of the past five years. The 
ae simply do not know what happened during the years of 

e@ war. 

In Italy the.situation,is worse. Science, both in the fields of 
medicine and other related fields, knows only what happened in 
Italy. In the 20 years before the war the Mussolini government 
kept out much news of developments. 

Everywhere there is an urgent appeal for American books, 
magazines and newspapers, The people want to know what is 
going On in their own country and in the world. Never before 
has the need for a world-wide frée flow of information been so 
Med dramatized as here in the nations where it has been with- 


The spirit of newspapermen is also something to inspire those 
who work on newspapers and who believe in them and their 
responsibilities. 

In Paris one clandestine, or underground, newspaper had 11 
members of its staff shot by the Germans. Yet it kept coming out. 
Others had men killed and tortured. Yet their tiny, defiant papers 
appeared. All through the war they were published and circulated, 

They got paper and type in various ways. A truck driver, 
working on a job during the occupation, would have his truck 
loaded with newsprint for a German paper, or a collaborationist 
sheet. He would manage to drive by an alley where a roll was 
removed, Or, he would manage to let one roll off the truck if 
traveling by night. And always at a convenient corner or alley. 
The blackout was on and it was possible to get by with it. One 
man of about 70, who published a paper all through the German 
occupation of Paris, was aided by his daughter, who once went to 
Lyon and brought back type in a basket. Food covered the type. 


: These men and women were willing to die in 
Risked Death order to publish news. They had the best in- 
stincts of the best journalism. They are running thé press in France 
and in Belgium. They have a great will to wiake of it a press 
which will serve the causes of freedom and \liberty; which will 
inform the people and which will, therefore,\meet the responsi- 
bilities of a free press. It will be a world loss if they do not succeed. 

To meet them, to talk with them, and to hear the stories of 
printing in cellars, in secret rooms; to hear of newspapers circulated 
under the noses of the Germans; to see the walls against which 
their associates were shot; to read the record of how the real news- 
papermen with the real vision risked their lives and families to 
print the news is one of the great victories of this war. 

The nations with a free press owe to them more than respect 
and admiration.

It was written by a Kansas City woman, Miss 
Frances Angermayer. It has, though, proved so popular with our 
men overseas that thousands of them have copied # and do carry 
it with them. 

A letter from an Army chaplain in France states that, as he 
crawled among our dead and wounded on the beaches of Nor- 
mandy on D-Day, he found 30 copies of this poem on these boys. 
“Following the battle,” the chaplain writes, “many, many copies 
were blowing afound the Normandy beaches.”

An American womarr sent a copy to 
her son in England and he replied telling how he had found a 
torn fragment of a copy in the hand of a severely wounded and 
unconscious turret gunner, pulled from a damaged bomber which 
managed to return to its home base. 

The poem has been found, even, on the bodies of dead Nazis. 

The way it has spread among the troops is as though it were 
one of those chain letters, or as if it is regarded as a good-luck 
charm or something like that.

Wherever a group consciousness 


—racial or national, partisan or 
creedal—becomes dominant, it di- 
vides men into alien camps, and 
breeds suspicion and enmity, This 
is the mother of group egotism, 
with its false sense of superiority, 
and out of it has been born the 
racial, national, and religious wars 
of history. A group sense of su- 
periority carries with it a sense of 
the inferiority of other groups. 
How well-nigh impossible it is to 
be fair and just to those whom we 
hold to be inferior. This is the 
deadly disease of Hitlerism. It is 
the cultivation of a racial con- 
sciousness, which crowds out 
every other sympathy and inter- 
est, and makes a god of its own 
ego. It declares a truceless war 
against all who will not submit 
to its rule, whether Jew or Chris- 
tian, and sanctifies that war with 
the blessing of.a racial god. 

But we shall be blind indeed if 
we believe that “Hitlerism” can 
only attack the German people, 
and that we are jmmune from 
this national plague. We must nev- 
er forget that only a few years 
ago “KuKluxism” raged like a so- 
cial fever.in the emotions of mil- 
lions of our people, lowering our 
religious standards, and betraying 
our American faith. 

Just here we must face a dan- 
ger to our democracy growing out 
of our religious freedom. It is a 
tragic truth that too often religion, 
constructive 
and harmonizing influence in so- 
ciety, has been the occasion for 
the bitterest controversies and the 
most cruel persecutions. Unfor- 
tunately there are a great many 
people who are unable to be loyal 
to their own religious. convictions, 
without expressing hostility 
those who differ with them. There 
have always been . conscienceless 
demagogues willing’ to stimulate 
and cultivate these religious prej- 
udices into militant hatred in or- 
der to coin them into financial 
gain, and exploit them for politi- 
cal power. Here is the source of 
the scandalous stories and false 
charges, which have been broad- 
cast throughout the country with 
diabolical intelligence against dif- 
ferent religious, and racial groups. 

The “Brotherhood Week” of the 
National Conference of Christians 
and Jews, seems to me, to have 
come into the kingdom for just 
such a time as this. This organi- 
zation of three great religious 
groups, does not seek to compose 
differences by modifying creeds 
until they degenerate into the 
least common denominator, losing 
their virile influence in the lives 
of men. Rather they are organized 
to assert the right to differ, with- 
out penalizing one another for our 
differences. I love their slogan— 
“Make America Safe for Differ- 
ences.” That might well become 
the slogan of the United Nations, 
as we seek to redeem the enslaved 

eoples of the world—Make the 

orld Safe for differences. Be- 
cause we believe that beneath all 
our differences, there may be, a 
faith developed common to all 
peoples—faith that we are chil- 
dren of the one father—God, and 
therefore brothers. 

Let us remember today as we 
fight for the preservation of de- 
mocracy, that nothing will so sure- 
ly destroy democracy, as any form 
of discrimination against a citizen 
because of his religious belief. To 
do so is to poison the atmosphere 
of freedom, which is the breath of 
democracy, and true freedom can 
not erfdure without religious lib- 
erty. Let us appeal to the Ameri- 
can people, not merely to tolerate 
religious differences, but to gladly 
encourage every man to bow at 
the religious altar of his choice. 
Then we will challenge him to 
come out from his temple, with 
the truth, inspiration, and courage, 
which God has given him, 
make his best contribution to the 
spiritual wealth of our common

Learning 
All Over 


HONOLULU (Delayed) — Cov- 
ering this Pacific war is, for me, 
going to be like learning to live 
in a new city. 

The methods of war, the atti- 
tude toward it, the homesickness, 
the distances, the climate—every- 
thing is different from what we 
have known in the European war. 

‘Here in the beginning, I can’t 
seem to get my mind around it, or 
get my fingers on it. I suspect it 
will take months to get adjusted 
and get the “feel” of this war. 

Distance is the main thing. I 
don’t mean distance from Amer- 
ica so much, for our war in Eu- 
rope is a long way from home, 
too. I mean distances after you 
get right on the battlefield. 

For the whole western Pacific 
is our battlefield now, and where- 
as distances in Europe are hun- 
dreds of miles at most, out here 
they are thousands. And there’s 
nothing in between but water. 

You can be on an island battle- 
field, and the next thing behind 
you is a thousand miles away. 
One soldier told me the worst 
sinking feeling he ever had was 
when they had landed on an is- 
land and were fighting, and on 
the morning of D-3 he looked out 
tc sea and it was completely 
empty. Our entire convoy had 
unloaded and left for more, and 
bey, did it leave you with a lone- 
some and deserted feeling. 

As one admiral said, directing 
this war is like watching a slow- 
motion picture. You plan some- 
thing for months, and then fi- 
nally the great day comes when 
you launch your plans, and then 
it is days or weeks before the 
attack happens, because it takes 


+ that long to get there. 


As an example of how they feel, 
the Navy gives you a slick sheet 
of paper as you go through here, 
entitled “Airline Distances in Pa- 
cific.” And at the bottom of it 
is printed “Our Enemy, Geog- 
raphy.” Logistics out here is 
more than a word; it’s a night- 
mare, 

Here’s another example of 
their attitude toward distances in 
the Pacific— 

At Anzio in Italy just a year 
ago, the Third Division set up a 
rest camp for its exhausted in- 
fantrymen. The rest camp was 
less than five miles from the front 
line, within constant enemy artil- 
lery range. 

But in the Pacific, they bring 
men clear back from the western 
islands to Pearl Harbor to rest 
camps—the equivalent of bringing 
an Anzio beachhead fighter all 
the way back to Kansas City for 
his two-week rest. 

It’s 3,500 miles from Pearl Har- 
bor to the Marianas, all over wa- 
ter, yet hundreds of people travel 
it daily by air as casually as you'd 
go to work in the morning. 


And there is another enemy out 
here that we did not know so 
well in Europe—and that is mo- 
notony. Oh sure, war everywhere 
is monotonous in its dreadfulness. 
But out here even the niceness of 
life gets monotonous. 

The days are warm and on our 
established island bases the food is 
good and the mail service is fast 
and there’s little danger from the 
enemy and the days go by in their 
endless sameness and they drive 
you nuts. They sometimes call it 
going “pineapple crazy.” 

Our high rate of returning men- 
tal cases is discussed frankly in 
the island and service newspape 3. 
A man doesn’t have to be under 
fire in the front lines finally to 
have more than he can take with- 
out breaking. 

He can, when isolated and 
homesick, have more than he can 
take of nothing but warmth and 
sunshine and good food and safe- 
ty—-when there’s nothing else to 
go with it, and no prospect of any- 
thing else. 


And another adjustment [I'll 
have to make is the attitude to- 
ward the enemy. In Europe we 
felt our enemies, horrible and 
deadly’ as they were, were still 
people. 

But out here I’ve already gath- 
ered the feeling that the Japanese 
are looked upon as something un- 
human and squirmy—like some 
people feel about cockroaches or 
mice, 

I've seen one group of Japanese 
prisoners in a wire-fenced court- 
vard, and they were wrestling and 
faughing and talking just as hu- 
manly as anybody. And yet they 
gave me a creepy feeling, and I 
felt in need of a mental bath after 
looking at them. 

I've not yet got to the front, or 
anywhere near it, to find out how 
the average soldier or sailor or 
Marine feels about the thing he’s 
fighting. But I'll bet he doesn't 
feel the same way our men in 
Furope feel.@

Martyred, Wallace 
Would Gain Stature 


WASHINGTON.—Members of congress

| sionally get themselves into some strange poses 
which, if tried out first in front of a mirror, would 
make them laugh at themselves—that is, granted the average sense 


of humor. 


Take, for example, the Hon. Jesse P. Wolcott, Republican, of 
Port Huron, Mich., who got so wrought up over the thought that 
Henry Wallace, the former secretary of agriculture and vice president 
of the United States, may become secretary of commerce. 


Mr. Wolcott has done nearly 
everything one man could do to 
stop that. He wasn’t at all satis- 
fied with the bill the senate pass- 
ed' to take RFC and its affiliated | 
lending agencies away from the’ 
Commerce Department so that | 
Henry couldn't get his hands on) 
them. 


He prepared amendments to iso- | 
late Henry from any contact with | 
money. One of them would have. 
deprived President Roosevelt of 
his war power to transfer bureaus 
and agencies here and there, be- 
cause of Mr. Wolcott’s fear that 
Mr. Roosevelt might transfer 
something to Mr. Wallace later. It 
seemed to a good many others 
that it is rather touchy to start 
monkeying with the President’s 
war powers in the middle of a 
war. 

But Mr. Wolcott made another 
big discovery. The secretary of 
commerce is one of the directors 
of the $2,000,000,000 export-import 
bank. That was bad. So he fashion- 
ed another amendment to throw 
the secretary of commerce off this 
board of directors, even though 
the Commerce Department is 
supposed to have something to do 
with foreign commerce. 

In discussing this proposal be- 
fore the rules committee, the 
Michigan member argued with a 
Straight face that President Roose: 
velt might appoint Sidney Hill- 
man, CIO leader, as head of the 
export-import bank, the job now 
held by Leo Crowley as head of 
the Foreign Economic Administra- 
tion. 

But when Mr. Wolcott stood up 
before the house, with all those 
members present and the galleries 
filled, he had an even more hor- 
rendous, if slightly madder, in- 
spiration. Why, he said so sol- 
emnly, the President might ap- 
point Earl Browder as head of the 
export-import bank! 

“Browder, the Communist” turn- 


ed “Browder, the banker.” What 
a thought! 

This shows the extreme frenzy 
into which some congressmen 
have worked themselves over Hen- 
ry Wallace. Watching it all, one 
wouldn't have been’ surprised 
much if someone had proposed to 
build a little sentry box outside 
the Commerce Department and 
lock Henry up in that every morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock and let him out 
at 4:30. 

Then, surely, someone would 
move to amend that to make sure 
there was no telephone in the box, 
or Henry might call the ‘Kremlin. 

After all, he did study Russian 
for a while, along with Spanish. 

The Michigan congressman 
made another assertion, equally 
solemnly, with his fear about Mr. 
Browder. 

“It is unfortunate,” said he, 
“that a personality enters this 
matter.” 

He knew, and everyone there 
knew, that if it wasn’t for a per- 
sonality none of this would have 
happened. The house would not 
have intruded itself into nomina- 
tions to the cabinet, which is sup- 
posed to be the exclusive right of 
the senate. Nor would congress as 
a whole have found out about the 
lending agencies and the power 
they exercise. That is a good 
thing, though the cure can be car- 
ried to extremes, as Mr. Wolcott 
demonstrated. 

Also, conservative Democrats 
who don’t care so much for Mr. 
Wallace have been frightened by 
the build-up some of them and the 
Republicans have given him in the 
last few weeks. It was learned, 
for example, that one argument 
house Democratic leaders used in 
whipping their members into line 
to try to pass the bill quickly was 
that if this kept up Henry Wal- 
lace might try to get the party’s 
1948 nomination, 

There is more than one way to 
get nominated for president.

& Dear Major: 


PACIFIC, 


Well, here I am out here on one of those glam- 

orous Pacific islands—the kind that Mr. Fitzpatrick, 

the Traveltalk man, was always saying goodbye to in the movies 

back in the brave days of peace, and now I think I understand why 

Mr, Fitzpatrick always put such deep feeling into his goodbyes. I 
would like to say goodbye to it myself. 


I do not mean to imply by this 
it is not a lovely spot. It is, and 
what. the good Lord had on his 
mind when He put it away out 
here in the midst of nowhere I do 
not know. If he had stuck it down 
off the coast of Georgia it would 
have made Mr, Howard Coffin’s 
island paradise look like a sea- 
going slum by comparison. 

The only thing wrong with it, it 
is not Georgia. The village where 
its native population largely con- 
centrates is not Atlanta and its 
main thoroughfare bears no re- 
semblance to Peachtree street ex- 
cept in the congestion of its mili- 
tary traffic. 

The main thing that makes me 
unhappy with’ it, though, is the 
fact that when I awake in the 
mornings I look moodily upon the 
countenance of WO A. C. Enge- 
bretson, a taciturn Norwegian 
with no hair on top of his head, 
instead of upon the beaming morn- 
ing countenance of my bride of 
the past decade. And the noise in 
the corridors is not the gay mat- 
inal rompings of my offspring but 
the yawnings, mutterings, and 
sleepy swearing of sundry gentry 
named Collins and Baker and 
Sekac and Sedlacek, etc. 


In other words, I am homesick. 
I have been homesick since I set 
foot on the place, and when a man 
is homesick no matter how high 
the purple mountains tower to the 
sky, how glorious the tropic moon, 
how glamorous the murmur of the ' 
surf on the palm-lined shore, he 
wants to get the hell out and get 
back where he belongs—back 
home, even if its a shanty on a 
red clay hill with a cold drizzling 
cee | coming through a leak in the 
roof. 


We are all homesick. I read the 
mail every day as a censor, and 
I know. There’s not one man in 
10 who does not lie awake at night 
and dream of getting back there. 
He goes over and over it in his 
mind, savoring every minute of it. 
Every unhappiness he ever had 
back there is forgotten, every spat 
with his wife, every time he ever 
walloped the kids for annoying 
him when he was trying to read, 
all the worries he ever had about 
meeting the mortgage payments 
and the insurance premiums are 
washed out of his memory by the 
thousands of miles of water be- 
tween him and home. But why 
should I be writing to you about 
this chronic heart disease that af- 
flicts the man in service. You 
knew it in two wars. 


I can’t say much about the war, 
because I’m not in it, to amount 
to anything, and I couldn’t write 
about it if I was. We are just sit- 
ting here, waiting our time 
move on to wherever they need 
us, and maybe we'll go soon, and 
maybe we'll just serve our time 
out and go on back home. I don’t 
know yet. Probably won’t know 
until 24 hours before we shove, if 
we do, for you don’t get much no- 
tice about such matters. 

All I know is that we look back 
toward home through a golden 
mist that is of our own longing 
and imagining, to homes that are 
palaces, wives that are beautiful 
and forever kind and understand- 
ing, and children that are perfect 
cherubim. I even think of my dog, 
Dong, after four months of sepa: | 
ration, as being a paragon of all 

the canine virtues, though my bet- 


ter judgment tells me he is still 
the sorriest, orneriest, hungriest 
and laziest hound that ever snored 
on the living room rug while a 
burglar wandered about rifling 
the joint at his leisure. 


But I keep getting back on this 
nostalgic theme, which makes a 
boring letter. Let’s see now, what’s 
the news? Oh, yes. Trudging to 
the laundry the other day I came 
upon a sunburned recumbent car- 
cass which seemed vaguely famil- 
iar and when I peeped under the 
towel which covered its face it 
turned out to be Jim Carr, whom 
you may remember out at Tech. 


Jim has been out here so long he 


looks like a native, and he’s run- 
ning the fastest and cheapest 
laundry west of L. A. He used to 
run that big laundry on Peachtree 
just a few doors toward town from 
Brookwood station. 


Bill Perkins is here, too—you 
remember Bill, I’m sure. He’s a 
lieutenant, or maybe it’s lieutenant 
commander, in the Navy. I haven’t 
seen him yet, but the next time I 
get liberty we're going to meet 
and tear up a herring. 


Jeff Hedden rolled in by air the 
other day—he used to be in the in- 
surance business in Atlanta before 
he got tied up in the same Marine 
deal I did. I came upon him that 
afternoon peering beneath a jeep. 
The war being what it is, you do 
not express surprise at running 
into a man you last saw maybe 
4,000 miles away, so the conver- 
sation went like this: 


“Howdy, Jeff. You figuring on 
Stealing that jeep?” He looked up 
without surprise. 

“No,” he said, “I was just fig- 
uring on writing a letter to Sen. 
George.” 

“Start over again,” I said, “next 
time maybe it will make sense.” 

“I was just looking at this jeep,” 
he said, “to figure out how to put 
some soft springs on it. I’ve al- 


#eady figured out how to put air- 


foam cushions in it so it will ride 
soft. Now I’m going to write a 
letter to Sen. George and tell him 
this. I am going to tell him that 
every man in service wants a jeep 
after the war. And I want him to 
get a law passed giving every serv- 
iceman the choice of taking his 
mustering-out pay in cash, or in a 
new jeep that will be waiting for 
him at the dock when his ship 
lands, Then he can just get off the 
boat and get in his jeep and high- 
tail it for home.

Big 3 Aims 
Rre Favored 


The widespread favorable reaction 
with which the Big Three agree- 
ment has been greeted in this 
country comes as no surprise to 
those who follow public opinion 
closely, 


The majority of the American 
people had already placed their 
stamp of approval—in some cases 
two years ago—upon the great ba- 


sic issues on which the three 
world leaders agreed. 


The American public has for 
long stood firmly behind the pol- 
icy of unconditional surrender, re- 
affirmed at the Crimea confer- 
ence. 


as early 1943, shortly after Roose- 
velt’s pronouncement of the un- 
conditional surrender policy, the 
public revealed itself overwhelm- 
ingly against any kind of nego- 
tiated peace. 

Moreover, a majority wanted no 
negotiated peace with German 
army leaders even though Hitler 
were got rid of. The determina- 
tion all along has been for “un- 
conditional surrender.” 


This is given further emphasis 
in a survey just completed in 
which a cross-section of the pub- 
lic was asked whether or not*it 
approved of our unconditional 
surrender policy. The replies: 

APPROVE 15% 

DISAPPROVE 12 

UNDECIDED 13 


The Big Three conference ex- 
pressed the same spirit toward the 
German people—as opposed to the 
leaders—as the public has shown 
in surveys dealing with public at- 
titudes toward Germans. 


The Crimea conference an- 
nouncement declared, “It ig not 
our purpose to destroy the Ger- 
man people, but only when Naz- 
ism and militarism have been ex- 
tirpated will there be hope for a 
decent life for the Germans.” 


This is in line with American 
public sentiment. The American 
people have continually drawn a 
distinction between the German 
people and the Nazi leaders, feel- 
ing that the latter are primarily to 
blame for the present Eur@pean 
war. The American people have 
favored harsh punishment for 
these leaders such as Hitler, Goer- 
ing, Goebbels, Himmler. 


And, like the Big Three, the 
American people favor steps 
which will stamp out German mil- 
itarism, In numerous surveys, the 
predominant group has favored 
strict supervision and control of 
Germany, and only recently an 
overwhelmingly large majority ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of 
that part of the Vandenburg pro- 
posal calling for permanent disar- 
mament of Germany and Japan. 

This attitude undoubtedly arises 
from the fact that a majority in 
this country say they believe that 
Germany, if given the opportu- 
nity, will immediately begin to 
prepare for another war as soon as 
this one is over,

elbows with royalty, winning a 
sizable stake. They think, per- 
haps, of the nearby pa 
where many of their jewels and 
priceless possessions finally found 
a lasting home for the mere ex- 
change of a trifle of their worth 


‘in francs which soon edged their 


way back to the festive tables. 


All will be changed now, with 
the coming of peace. The Medi- 
terranean cities, even the little 
hamlets and their prideful roof- 
tops must be rebuilt, the lives of 
their citizens reclaimed from the 
ignominy of war and defeat. 

It is February now. And Feb 
ruary is mid-spring, almost well 
into summer along the warm 
reaches of the Mediterranean. The 
golden puffs of the acacia are in 
blossom, drifting along the blue 
winds, the orange and lime are in 
flower, their waxen and white 
blossoms drinking in a kindly sun. 

Let us watch, and hope that 
the present pattern of peace for 
the Mediterranean counties shall : 
soon spread over the other war- 
torn nations of Europe, and the 
world.

He has done advertising work, written radio 
scripts, run a chemical corporation, and for the past two years has 
been connected with the office of Chief of Ordnance in Philadelphia. 


“Swing Low” is a first novel 
and, according to the publishers, 
“ig not just another racial book, 
but a genuine, human testament.” 
The publishers have provided the 
following advance description of 
the story: 

“Willy Mack came up to At- 


lanta still lonesome for the cane 
and mint and the cotton, the smell 
of plantation mules in the sun, 
the blackberries, the slow running 
creeks and the quail rocketting 
from the broomstraw. Amy, his 
big motherly wife, was a city Ne- 
gro and wanted its bustle, its op- 
portunity for money, companion- 
ship, news, noise and comforts.

day to test market values and prices were 
called nominally steady. 

Salable receipts were 500 hogs, 300 cat- 
tle and 100 sheep. 

Compared with Friday of last week, 
hogs were mostly steady with those 
weighing 160 pounds and less showing 
some strength, 

During the week the cattle receipts 
were the largest for the season in 
years. Choice fed steers and yearlings 
were weak to 15 cents lower, the weighty 
kinds showing the full decline. Medium 
<a grades were weak to off 25 
cents. 

The run was mostly steers with a lib- 
eral supply of good and choice medium 
weight and weighty animals in the crop. 
The practical top was $17.10. A prime 
1,282-pound load went at $17.50 but was 
no criterion of the general market, 

Only a half-dozen loads of long year- 
lings as well as weighty steers were at 
and above $17. Best 1,038-pound yearlings 
brought $16.85. Bulk of the steer crop 
went from $14 to $16.25. Heifers were 
steady to strong with the practical top 
coro One outstanding short load brought 
$17.2 

During the week slaughter lambs 
dropped 25 to 50 cents after having reach- 
ed the highest price levels of the season. 
Other classes were scarce and steady. 
Good and choice fed wooled western 
lambs brought $16.25 to $16.75 ama the 
bulk went at prices ranging from $16.50 
Py .75. The closing top, however, was 
$16.35.

Tift ‘Confessor’ 
Wins New Trial 


The Georgia supreme court has 
ordered a new trial for Bernie 
Coker, 26, reversing his death sen- 
tence conviction for murder in Tift 
superior court with a ruling that 
& purported confession should 


have been barred from evidence. 

The tribunal said long hours 
of questioning by state patrolmen 
before the confession was cb- 
tained constituted “mental tor- 
ture”, adding that “the torture 
suffered by the defendant was 
more severe than would have been 
the physical torture in case of a 
beating.” 

Coker, a farm hand, was con- 
victed of the shot“ ‘slaying of 
his employer, B. M. Overby, near 
Tifton, March 30, 1944.
